It is believed that this procedure would be 
indicative of a sterner U. S, attitude toward Cuba, and have 
a salutary effect upon our relations with other Latin 
American countries. It would also show that the U. S. will 
not tolerate violations of our laws which result in loss of 
life and property regardless of country or group involved. 

It is also believed that this action might now be 
welcomed by the U. S. Department of State as retaliation for 
Cuban indignities.

Interviewer: after our recent broadcast you left 

here and the next I heard from you was in the newspapers . 

Could you tell us just what happened? 

Well after this broadcast was made on a Saturday 
night, the following Monday morning I received a phone 
call at my house. It was a man speaking with a Latin 
accent and he said we're going to take care of you, nobody 
can make remarks like this about FIDEL CASTRO. The rest 
of the morning there were calls into my father's office 
which is the only place they could possibly know where 
I could be located and the calls were similar in nature, 
some women called, some men called, saying that the shops 
and also that my house would be bombed. 

Interviewer: Do you know the identity of any of these 

people, 

I don't know the identity of these people, however, 
when I was held prisoner in Havana I was told by intelligence 
agents of CASTRO that if I came out and made statements against 
CASTRO that they would see to it that their people up here 
would take care of me. At this time they revealed the presence 
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in the United States of a large CASTRO espionage ring, most 
of whom operate on diplomatic passports. Up to the present 
time as far as our Government and police people know they 
have merely been here to ride herd mostly on other Cubans 
and seeking to find out what actions are being taken against 
CASTRO. 

Interviewer: When you returned to the United States in 

late August as I recalled, have you been approached since 
then as prior to this last broadcast being made? 



having raised arms and helped to raise guns and so forth 
to be shipped to CASTRO during his fight against BATISTA 
from the United States, the shipment of guns that is. 
Interviewer: Before we go any further lot of people 

have asked me this and I think its only fair, they say how 
does this guy know so much about Cuba. What are his connections 
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Is he legit? I know that the FBI knows about yoi 
but could you take on from there? 

I certainly believe that I am legit, however, 

I think that any reporter who gets on a story and follows 
it through can gain in a small amount of time a vast 
amount of information. I first learned of these things 
in Nicaragua and in Panama. I had gone down on 
CHHVbasis with an arrangement that one of our national 
magazines cover the fighting in Nicaragua. There I met 
the prisoners of the Nicaraguan National Guard, after they 
were taken. These men told me of CASTRO having supplied 
them with amis and with guns. I went from Nicaragua, after 
the fighting, down to Panama. There I first met a Cuban, 
a young fellow who was on his way to the United States to 
meet and join with forces who were preparing to fight CASTRO. 
They were to make an attack on July 5 against Havana. They 
did not feel that it would be successful. They were going to 
go by boat and by plane. I questioned him as to whether or 
not he was a follower of BATISTA and this young man, who was 
about 20 years old, said that he had no connection with 
BATISTA nor did any of his group, and he said that this is 
a great fallacy to believe that opposition to CASTRO is 
made up of people who are followers of BATISTA. BATISTA

is out. BATISTA has had nothing to do with the counter- 
revolutionary movements which have been going against 
the CASTRO regime. This young man was talking to me and 
I said to him I would like to go along to photograph 
this and to make recordings for television and radio. 



He said that if a superior authority in the United States 
at the time approved, they would notify me by calling my 
office in New York City. I never saw that boy again, 
however, when I left Panama, which was in the middle 
of June, I traveled to Costa Rica. There I met the

Directory is based in Costa Rica and from there they direct 
actions against the Nicaraguan Government. 4HHHT and His 
men told me and prior to the time they had gone into 
Nicaragua to oppose the Somoza Regime, CASTRO had offered 
to supply them with 800 Cuban soldiers, but CASTRO put 
a condition on it. He said two of my men must be on the 
Nicaraguan Revolutionary Directory and they must be in 
charge of the military expedition. HHIH^ 

turned down the proposition, however, he did accept arms 
and guns. The Nicaraguan revolutionaries were trained at 
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the ranch of JOSE FIGUERES, the former President of 
Cos*J*ica. This ranch is called La Lucha. They are 
aio trained at another ranch called La Pendura. Now 
^fortunately for them they didn't figure the situation 
properly. They thought they could pull in CASTRO by 
going into the mountains of Nicaragua into Chontales 
and that the campe^inos would aid them and help them 
as the campejpinos did in Cuba, but their opinions and 
their figuring was all wrong.

The save source reported that there is not enough 
technical knowledge available in the police to handle taps 
on individual telephone sets. This source further reported 
that Cuban women had been enployed in the nonitoring service 
until very recently when an examination of results showed 
they talked too nuch and listened too little and Kissed some 
apparently important conversations. All of the monitoring 
service is now handled by male police agents. 

The above information is being incorporated in a 
memorandum suitable for dissemination concerning various 
technical devices used by the present police regime.

The following is an English translation of a 
newspaper article which appeared in the November 26, 1959 
edition of "El Imparcial", a Spanish language newspaper 
published daily at San Juan, Puerto Rico: 

w Press Campaign Revealed Against Cuba and Venezuela" 

San Juan - Ibis arti cle stated that "the represent- 
ative of Cuba, Attorney SILVINO SORHEGUI MATOS, denounced the 
foreign press because of a campaign to discredit Cuba and 
Venezuela, At the beginning of the first full session of the 
Inter-American Cultural Council in their third reunion, the 
representative of Cuba, Dr, SORHEGUI, with the representative 
of Venezuela, Professor AUGUST© GERMAN ORIHBELA, aluded to 
information from Caracas that appeared in the Tuesday, 

November 24, 1959 edition of "El Imparclal” to the effect 
that the Government of Venezuela would possibly ask for the 
intervention of the Organization of American States, in view 
of a flight of an airplane piloted by two Cuban aviators who 
intended to drop leaflets in Venezuelan territory. 

"This is due, said Attorney SORHEGUI, to a program 
dedicated to divide and confound the continental opinion in 
regard to Cuba and Venezuela, When the professor ORIHBELA 
showed the necessity of the need for correctly presenting the 
news in the press, especially in Puerto Rico whose positionbas 
a great Influence on the two Americas, Dr. ARTURO MORALES 
CARRION of the United States delegation said that bad reporting 
occurred in the press of many nations in America and he cited 
as an example the case of the newspaper "Hoy" of Havana, that 
recently described Puerto Rico as a big military base and a 
Puerto Rlean city dominated by bayonets.

”The Venezuelan delegate and the Cuban delegate 
both praised the attitude of"El Imparcial" for offering 
tbeir pages for any statements they desired to make. 

"Attorney SILVINO SORHEGUI referred to the news that 
nhm attributed to the Government of FIDEL CASTRO concerning 
the seizure of funds of the Catholic Church, and he said that 
this is an underhanded trick to discredit the revolutionary 
government that now in Cuba is characterized by great unity 
and is supported by all classes regardless of religion. 

"On the other hand, from Havana comes information 
that Monsignor EVELIO DIAZ, auxiliary Bishop of Havana, 
said today that the Cardinal RICHARD CUSHING, Archbishop 
of Chicago was ‘badly informed when he said that the Catholic 
Church' "fia'cT suffered in Cuba because of the Government action.' 
Monsignor DIAZ said that ‘the Church in Cuba had not suffered 
expropriations of any kind*; ‘that the Church does not have 
plantations or any investments in plantations*; and that 
‘the Government had not. intervened in any activities of the 
Church * . 


"The Cuban prelate ftfcon&w the principal spokesman 
for the Church due to the fact that Cardinal MANUEL ARTEAGA 
has retired from the services and routine activities of the 
Church. 


"The declaration of Honsignor DIAZ was made after 
a meeting of the leaders that was attended by the Archbishop 
of Matanzas, Honsignor MARTIN VILLA VERDE. 

"The declaration said: 'We think that Cardinal 

CUSHING has been badly informed and that his declarations 
have been misunderstood, first because nothing belonging to 
the Church has been seized, second because the Church of 
Cuba does not own plantation or have investments in planta- 
tions, and third because there has been no intervention by 
the Government in the activities of the Church 1 . 

"As the above facts are true, we believe that it 
is our obligation to make public this declaration."

Source said that in the headquarters of the Fifth 
Military District located off Acosta Street in Havana, the CASTRO 
government is preparing a number of uniforms of the type utilized 
by the Cuban Army* and the Cuban Rational Police during’ the 
BAT IS TA regime. He said the purpose of the collection of these 
uniforms is to utilize them in the event there is an uprising 
against the CASTRO government or disturbances along this line. 

In case such should occur, members of the CASTRO Militia will 
be dressed in these uniforms and then will proceed to commit 
acts of violence against innocent citizens, such as assaulting 
them and breaking into their houses. lie said the CASTRO govern- 
ment will then point to these acts as having been committed by 
members of the opposition to the government as an indication 
of the poor character of the opposition.

This second source also reported a rumored version of 
what happened to Major C AHILfy * Cl EMFUM&OS , former head of the. 

Cuban Army, whose disappearance while on a flight from Camaguey, 
Cuba, to Havana, was reported several months ago. Source stated 
that in connection with the removal of Major KUBER?i®iTOS , Com- 
mander of the Camaguey Military Di strict, who had allegedly opposed 
the*' Agrarian Reform Program in Camaguey Province and who had pro- 
tested against Communist influence in the CAST JSD government, 

PI DAL CASTRO and his brother RAUL proceeded to Camaguey for the 
purpose of removing MATOS from his post. He said that CAMILO 
CI12THJMG0S got wind of this fact and he also went to Camaguey 
for the purpose of acting as peacemaker in the dispute. Source 
said that according to the rumored version of the story ,_RAUL 
“peASTRC , upon seeing CILHPULG0S in Camaguey, reached the con- ~ 
■cTusion that CIEMPUAGOS wa.s involved with MATOS and entered 
into an argument with CIERI’IJSGOS . Sometime during the course 
of the argument CIHHFULGOS was shot and seriously wounded by 
either RAUL CASTRO or one of the bodyguards of the latter. 
CIEFPUHGOS apparently subset ently died and tiis accounted for 
the story regarding his disappearance while on a flight from 
Camaguey to Havana. 

This second source also reported that he had heard 
rumors tha/t there will be changes in the makeup of the nresen/ 
Cuban government in the near future. He said that one of the 
changes jMiich supposedly will take place is the substitution 
of RAUL^HOA, present Cuban Minister of State, for OSVALD(3jOORTICOS 
as President of Cuba. He said that it is also rumored thaT RAUL 
Ci-STRC would be named Minister of the Treasury in substitution 
of RUFC LOPEZ 'P3ESQUET while continuing to hold his present post 
of Minister of Defense.
